REMARKS 



Claims 1 - 22 are pending. Claims 1 - 12 and 22 are allowed. Claims 13 - 
21 are rejected. 

The applicants amend claim 13 to address the examiner's rejection under 35 
U.S.C. §112, first paragraph. The applicants respectfully assert that claims 13-21, 
as amended, are in condition for allowance for at least the reasons discussed below. 

Claims 13-21 

The applicants respectfully disagree with the examiner's assertion that claim 
13 contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that, at the time the 
application was filed, the applicants had possession of the claimed invention. 
Multiple supply nodes are implied in paragraphs 21 - 24. 

The applicants, however, have amended claim 13 to remove "multiple supply 
nodes" to conclude prosecution of this application. Support for the amendment to 
claim 13 can be found in paragraphs 7 and 18 of the specification 

Claims 14-21 are patentable at least by virtue of their dependencies from 
claim 13. 

Conclusion 

The applicants respectfully request the examiner withdraw the rejection 
against claims 13 - 21 , as amended, and issue an allowance for claims 1 - 22. 

If, after considering this response, the examiner believes the claims should 
not be allowed, the applicants' attorney respectfully requests that before issuing an 
Office Action, the examiner call Mr. Janeway (425-455- 5575) to schedule a 
telephone conference to further the prosecution of the claims.
